SERVICE BOARD NOTES

With the early harvest we hope 
to get the Bangs vaccinating under 
way as soon as possible, to take 
advantage of the nicer weather 
that we sometimes enjoy in the 
fall rather than leaving It for the 
winter when the weather is not 
so favora ble. _ 

According to the Livestock 
Disease Act, heifer calves between 
the ages of 4 to 11 months within 
a restricted area, are to be vac¬ 
cinated. Also, upon given notice 
that a veterinarian will be at a 
farm to vaccinate such calves, on 
a said date and time, the farmer or 
person in charge of such calves, 
will have the calves confined in 
such a way as to make it con¬ 
venient for the veterinarian to 
vaccinate the calves. 

We have found in the past that 
while many farmers have good re¬ 
straining equipment, others do not. 
Also that when the veterinarian 
arrives to vaccinate the calves he 
has to help cut the calves from the 
herd causing considerable delay In 
the day’s schedule. 

While it is still early in the year, 
we would ask the farmers to check 
over their restraining equipment 
and if it needs repairs, do them 
before the day of vaccinating ar¬ 
rives. If the farmer has no re¬ 
straining equipment, we would re¬ 
commend that he build something 
suitable, such as a narrow alley, 
narrow enough so that a calf can¬ 
not turn around, and long enough 
to hold at least six or a dozen or 
more calves. We would also ask 
thal the farmer have his calves 
divided from his herd, before the 
veterinarian arrives, to help him 
keep his schedule.

The hunting season on migratory 
and upland birds opens in South¬ 
ern Alberta this coming Friday, 
Oct. 5. 

On duck, geese, coots and rails 
the season is open until Dec. 15, 
with a daily bag limit of four of 
each species and possession limit of 
eight. There is no open season on 
redhead and canvasback ducks, 
swans, cranes and Ross’ geese. 


Hours of hunting are from one- 
half hour before sunrise to one-half 
hour after sunset, daily except 
Sundays. 

On ringneck cock pheasants, 
Hungarian partridge, Sharptailed 
grouse, ruffled grouse and spruce 
grouse, the season is open from 
Oct. 5 to Oct. 31, then closing for 
nine days and re-opening on Satur¬ 
day, Nov. 10 and remaining open

until Dec. 8. For blue grouse and 
ptarmigan the season is Sept. 1 to 
Dec. 8. 

The daily bag limit of ringneck 
cock pheasant is three and posses¬ 
sion limit is 24. On all other up¬ 
land birds on which there is an 
open season In Southern Alberta 
the daily limit is five and posses¬ 
sion limit 25. There is no open sea¬ 
son on wild turkey, chukar part¬ 
ridge, sage grouse or pinnated 
grouse. 

Hours of hunting for upland 
birds are 8:00 a.m. to one-half 
hour after sunset daily except 
Sunday. 

Hunters are reminded that they 
should always ask permission from 
a farmer before shooting on his 
land. This is not only common 
courtesy, but is required by regu¬ 
lations under the Game Act. 

A farmer may now post his land 
for "No Shooting” and shoot on 
it himself or give others permission 
to shoot on it. If persons trespass 
on privately owned land and have 
been previously warned by word 
of mouth or by properly diplayed 
“No Trespassing” signs (posted at 
each corner of the land and at 
each entrance thereto) they may 
be charged under Chapter 60 of 
the Revised Statutes of Alberta 
which deals with trespass. 

Hunters are not permitted to 
carry loaded guns In vehicles or 
discharge guns from vehicles and 
cannot shoot within 200 yards of 
farm buildings. 


Lomond Man 
Killed At Coast 

An old-timer of the Lomond dis¬ 
trict was .killed recently in an ac¬ 
cident at Vancouver. 

Elder Norris Ward Plumb, born 
April 7, 1903, in Norwich, N.D., 
came to Canada with his parents 
In 1909 to the Lomond district. 
His father ran the Brunnetta and 
Elder store and post office. Then 
he moved to Vulcan in 1911 with 
his mother and later on. his father 
purchased a farm west of Vulcan. 
He and his father farmed together 
until he went to Calgary where he 
was employed by the Dominion 
Bridge Co., for two years before 
transferring to Vancouver where 
he had been working until his 
death. Mr. Plumb was killed when 
crushed under a five-ton steel 
beam at the company plant in 
Burnaby, B.C., Tuesday, Sept. 11. 

The funeral was held in the 
Simmons-McBride Funeral Chapel, 
Vancouver, on Monday, Sept. 17. 

He is survived by his wife Anne; 
a son, John Plumb, Calgary; his 
mother, Mrs. Minnie Hansen, Spo¬ 
kane, and four sisters, Mrs. Harry 
(Grace) Smith, Mrs. Gene (Bru- 
netta) West, Chase, B.C., Mrs. 
Pearl Carr, Calgary and Mrs. V. 
(Dolly) Russell of Spokane, and a 
brother Edward (Bud) Plumb of 
Vulcan, also several nieces and 
nephews and an aunt Mrs. Wen¬ 
dell Hanna of Vulcan. 


Results of the past year's water 
well drilling program, which only 
brought a yield of 30 gallons per 
minute from five wells, coupled 
with an Alberta Research Council 
report which states, following a 
well evaluation program, that pro¬ 
spects are not good for drilling 
high capacity wells for town water, 
have led Vulcan town council to 
institute steps to supply the town 
with water from the Little Bow 
River, some 12 miles west of 
Vulcan. 

The town's consulting engineers, 
C. C. Parker, Whittaker & Co. 
Ltd., have been in consultation 
with the Provincial Water Re¬ 
sources Branch and the Provincial 
Sanitary Engineering Division dur¬ 
ing the past month. The proposed 
pipeline route has been checked 
and preliminary studies completed. 
Detailed cost estimates are expect¬ 
ed this week. The estimated cost 
is $290,000, of which a possible 
$30,000 may be recovered under 
the Winter Works Program. 

The plan tentatively approved 
by the town council calls for tak¬ 
ing water from the Little Bow at 
a point about six miles south of 
the Connemara bridge. A six-inch 
"surface” (buried about two feet 
deep) pipeline of cement-asbestos 
would be used to bring the water 
to the outskirts of Vulcan, where 
a 50 million gallon capacity open 
reservoir would be contructed. The 
reservoir would be lined with 
plastic to prevent leakage and soil 
contamination. From the reser¬ 
voir an eight-inch pipeline (buried 
eight feet deep) would connect 
with the town’s present water sys¬ 
tem, with the present elevated 
tank used to provide pressure for 
the domestic system. 

Water Resources Branch en¬ 
gineers have estimated that the 
controlled flow of the Little Bow 
river, which is fed by springs and 
by a diversion from the Highwood 
River, will be sufficient to pllow 
pumping to be done a minimum of 
seven months of each year. The 
winter flow is inadequate under 
present conditions, which neces¬ 
sitates the construction of the 
large reservoir to ensure an ample 
wintertime supply. 

The quality of the water in the 
Little Bow is considered adequate 
by the Provincial Sanitary En¬ 
gineering Division, but a filtration 
and chlorination system is included 
in the proposed plan to ensure a 
high standard of quality. 

The existing wells in Vulcan pro¬ 
vide between 50,000 and 90,000 US 
gallons per day. The supply from 
the Little Bow would allow ail 
presently-used wells to be cut off 
from the town supply, with the 
better-quality wells kept as a re¬ 
serve for protection of the reser¬ 
voir supply in case of serious fires. 
This would eliminate any conta¬ 
mination from the objectionable 
salts which create health and cor¬ 
rosion problems. 

Based on population, it is esti¬ 
mated that a daily demand of up 
to 250,000 US gallons per day exists 
in Vulcan — three times the capa¬ 
city of- the present system. In ten 
years the demand would likely 
reach 300,000 gallons per day and 
the proposed Little Bow system

The average Canadian's pocket¬ 
ful of change doesn't oontaln to¬ 
day many U.S. coins ~r a sharp 
reversal of the situation a year 
ago when a substantial number of 
American nickels, d 1 fn e s and 
quarters were circulating In this 
country, says The Financial Post. 
Bank officials say the reduction 
in the number of U.S. coins in 
Canadian pockets Is one effect of 
the devaluation of the Canadian 
dollar. 

As long as Canadian merchants 
were facing a discount in other 
years on U.S. coins, they tended 
to keep circulating them rather 
than take a loss at the bank. This 
summer, merchants, vending ma¬ 
chine operators and .others eagerly 
are keeping • U.S. coins and re¬ 
deeming them at the bank for the 
premium. Banks pay on U.S. coins 
a premium of 1% below the pre¬ 
mium prevailing on U.S. notes as 
long as the customer turns in at 
least $1.00 worth. The 1% differ¬ 
ence offsets the costs to banks of 
shipping U.S. coins back across the 
border.

The Poisons In Your Home 


“Prevent Accidental Poisoning” is the theme of 
this year’s National Pharmacy Week promotion spon¬ 
sored by the pharacists of Canada. They are hoping 
to focus the attention of the public on the needless 
tragedies caused by accidental poisoning. 

Last year 100,000 Canadian children were curious 
enough to eat or drink a quantity of something which 
was not a food. Over 200 of them died. These deaths 
could have been prevented, and unless parents are 
constantly on guard, even more children will die in 
the next twelve months. 

A child who will not drink his milk will cheerfully 
swollow several ounces of kerosene or floor cleaner. 
The child who won’t eat his carrots will consume 
several dozen headache tablets, sleeping pills or tran¬ 
quilizers without water. 

Virtually all accidental poisonings could have 
been prevented. The rules to follow are not compli¬ 
cated. They are: 

1. Store household agents such as lye, cleaning 
and polishing preparations, kerosene, paints, etc., 
high in cabinets or in a locked cupboard. 

2. Store all medicine in locked cabinets. 

3. Always return products to their storage place. 
Never, not even to answer the phone, leave on furni¬ 
ture or on the floor. 

4. Never store medicines or household products in 
another container, particularly one used for food 
(such as a soft drink bottle, or milk bottle). 

5 Discard medicines and household products by 
flushing the unused portion down the drain. 

6. Read and heed labels. Use according to direc¬ 
tions. 

7. Do not take, or give, medicines in the dark, 
or without reading the label. 

8. Never call medicine “candy.” 

9. Never give a prescribed medicine to a person 
other than the one for whom it was prescribed. When 
the illness for which it was prescribed is relieved, de¬ 
stroy any unused medicine. 

Your child’s life is precious. Protect him against 
his own curiousity, and educate him to the dangers 
of accdental poisoning. Remember, if it is not food, 
it is poison.

All adults who received the first three injections of poliomye¬ 
litis vaccine prior to and during the year 1958 are now due for 
their booster Injection. These may be had free of charge at 
any of our Well Baby Clinics.

Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly Intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster, 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to School entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
cinatlon taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.

lished by the Alberta Wheat Pool 
at Fort St. John in BC. In the past 
season, the Pool elevator at that 
point received a total of 849,611 
bushels of grain. This is more than 
nine times the average handling 
of all country elevators In Alberta 
an British Columbia. 

The agent in charge of the elev¬ 
ator, Owen Hughson, figures this 
is enough grain to fill four long 
trainloads or one of the largest 
cargo ships now in use. Had all 
of the grain been wheat, it would 
have been sufficient to provide 
every man, woman and child in 
Canada with nearly three loaves of 
bread. However, while handlings 
were mainly wheat, they also in¬ 
cluded oats, barley and flax. 

Fort St. John lies at the northern 



end of the Pacific Great Eastern 
Railway in the Peace River block 
of British Columbia. Elevators 
were built there only four years 
ago when the rail line was extended 
to the point. Grain now comes in 
from as far as 200 miles up the 
Alaska Highway and Fort St. John 
has become one of the large grain 
marketing points in the West. 

Not far behind Fort St. John was 
the Pool's elevator at High Prairie 
operated by Ted Murray, which 
topped all Pool elevators in Alberta 
with a handling of 758,928 bushels, 
a figure only once before surpassed 
in Alberta. That was by Ted's 
father, Harry Murray, at Sexsmith 
in 1941. 

Another record may have been 
established by Pool elevators at 
Girouxville, Father and Donnelly, 
also in the Peace River area. These 
elevators, located on a nine-mile 
stretch of track, handled 2,184,000 
bushels.

STRONG COMEBACK NOTED ON 
P.FJUL. PASTURES DURING 1962 


REGINA.—In April and May, 
1962 range conditions were criti¬ 
cal In many PFRA Community 
Pasture areas, as a result of the 
1961 drouth. General rains com¬ 
mencing late In May radically 
changed this picture, according 
to Mr. H. J. Hargrave, Chief of 
Agricultural Services for PFRA. 
Mr. Hargrave indicated that vir¬ 
tually all PFRA Community 
Pasture* will conclude the 1962 
grazing season with a good 
carry-over of grass and ample 
water supplies. In the extreme 
southwestern corner of Saskat¬ 
chewan, where drouth has been 
prevalent for several years, 
pastures have the best carry¬ 
over of grass that has been seen 
for a number of years. 

This has been due to Improved 
moisture conditions experienced 
over most of the prairies during 
the past summer. One exception 
Is in the Medicine Hat area of 
southeastern Alberta, where con¬ 
tinuing dry weather condiUons 
have had a serious effect on na¬ 
tive range. In that area there 
has been little current production 
of grass, coupled with an unusu¬ 
ally heavy Infestation of weeds 
on ths range. A serious shortage 
of feed is again evident in this 
area. 

As a result of spring condi¬ 
tions, fewer cattle were initially 
accepted by PFRA pastures. As 
grazing conditions improved, 


however, additional cattle were 
accepted, raising ths total num¬ 
ber of cattle pastured to 133,000 
head for the current season. 

According to Mr. Hargrave 
grasshoppers were a serious 
menace In Saskatchewan In 1962. 
To control these Insects a total 
of 13,000 acres of pasture land 
In 16 different pastures were 
sprayed with the insecticide 
Sevin during the summer 
mon ths. ~ 

S There are now 71 PFRA Com¬ 
munity Pastures in operation, 
enclosing approximately 2,100,- 
000 acres of land in ths .hree 
prairie provinces, and these 
figures are increasing every year 
as new pastures are being es¬ 
tablished, he said. 

During the past season con¬ 
struction was carried out on four 
new pasturee, Including comple¬ 
tion of work on the Gardenton 
and Wallace pastures in Mani¬ 
toba, which opened for operation 
in 1962. Construction of the 
Foam Lake and Kelvlngton 
pastures in Saskatchewan is 
well advanced, and these new 
pastures will commence opera¬ 
tions next spring. Construction 
of a new pasture near Spirit- 
wood, Saskatchewan, will com¬ 
mence in early October. Investi¬ 
gations are currently being car¬ 
ried out on 14 proposed PFRA 
pastures in Manitoba and Sas¬ 
katchewan.
